RE-INKING CARTRIDGE RIBBONS 


BY: TED SOWMA 


AFTER FREDA’S DISCOVERY THAT HER RED AND GREEN 
PANASONIC RIBBONS WERE SO LIGHT THAT THE PRINT WAS 


ALMOST UNREADABLE, I GRIMLY PONDERED THE THOUGHT OF 
REPLACING THEM AT $11.95 PER CARTRIDGE RIBBON. 


[ DECIDED TO SEND FORM LETTERS TO SEVERAL RE-INKING 
COMPANIES ASKING THEIR ADVICE. ALTHOUGH EACH SENT 
ME BROCHURES ON EVERYTHING THEY SOLD, ONLY ONE TRIED 
TO SOLVE MY INDIVIDUAL PROBLEM. 50, THAT'S THE ONE 
[ CALLED: GENE BEALS AT V-TECH. HE TOLD ME THAT 
PANASONIC CARTRIDGES BASICALLY RE-INK THEMSELVES, 
AND ADVISED THAT I WOULD PROBABLY NOT NEED TO BUY A 
RE-INKING MACHINE. INSIDE THE CARTRIDGE IS A SMALL 
FOAM WHEEL (INK SOAKED). THE RIBBON 15 A WOVEN 
FABRIC LOOP THAT PASSES OVER A PLASTIC SPOOL THAT 
GATHERS INK FROM THE FOAM WHEEL AND APPLIES IT 10 
THE RIBBON. GENE EXPLAINED THAT SINCE MOST OF THE 
CARTRIDGE PARTS LASTED A LONG TIME 1 WOULD SAVE 
MONEY BY APPLYING INK TO THE FOAM WHEEL AND 
OCCASIONALLY REPLACING THE RIBBON (CALLED A RELOAD). 
THIS SEEMED А VIABLE ALTERNATIVE SINCE WOVEN RELOADS 
COST 32.40 AND 4 OUNCES OF BLACK INK WAS $3.95. HE 
ALSO EXPLAINED THAT HE SOLD WOVEN RELOADS BECAUSE 
THEY LASTED LONGER THAN RIBBONS THAT WERE BONDED, 
AND THAT ON A BONDED RIBEON THE SEAM WAS THE FIRST 
PART TO FRAY. BESIDES STANDARD PRINTER INK HE ALSO 
SELLS RIBBON RE-NEW, WHICH IS AN INK WITH MORE 
SOLVENT IN IT, FOR SITUATIONS WHERE THE RIBBON IS 
USED INFREQUENTLY AND DRIES OUT. 


1 ORDERED SEVERAL ITEMS, INCLUDING  RELOADS AND INK 
IN SEVERAL COLORS. ALTHOUGH ADS SAY THAT RE-INKING 
RIBBONS WILL ALLOW TEN TIMES THE AMOUNT OF 
CHARACTERS TO BE PRINTED, I FIND IT HARD TO BELIEVE 
(THE RIBBON WOULD WEAR OUT BY THEN, ALONG WITH 
SEVERAL OTHER PARTS). HOWEVER, EVEN IF A 2 QUNCE 
BOTTLE OF INK DOUBLED THE LIFE OF THE CARTRIDGE IT 
WOULD BE А SUBSTAINTIAL SAVINGS. THE INCREASE IN 
QUALITY IS ALSO A NICE PLUS. WHEN THE PRINT BETS 
TOO LIGHT, A FEW DROPS OF INK WILL BRING IT BACK TO 


ITS ORIGINAL CONDITION. V-TECH, INC. CAN ВЕ REACHED

WHOLLY MACRO 15 PROBABLY THIS YEARS SOFTWARE 
SLEEPER. I COULDN’T FIND A REVIEW OF IT OTHER THAN 
A SHORT MENTION IN THE ST INFORMER. I HAVE HAD THE 
PAPERCLIP XE BLUES SINCE I "UPGRADED" TÜ THE ST 
SEVERAL YEARS AGO, AND I HAVE BEEN LOOKING FOR THE 
MACRO POWER LOST EVER SINCE. 


WELL, I GOT IT BACK, IN SPADES. WHOLLY MACRO SITS 
RIGHT NEXT TO THUNDER ON MY DESK, AS ONE OF MY MOST 
FREQUENTLY USED SOFTWARE TOOLS. 


WHOLLY MACRO IS A DESK ACCESSORY FROM SEDROC 
SOFTWARE. IT COMES WITH A SET UP PROGRAM THAT 
ALLOWS YOU TO SET UP A HOT KEY, THE BUFFER SIZE AND 
THE MACRO FILE PATH. IT HAS WORKED WITH EVERYTHING 
I HAVE TRIED ТО USE IT WITH FROM ST WRITER (V2.3), 
WORD WRITER (V2), SWIFTCALC (V1.1), AND DATAMANAGER. 
IT IS GEM/MOUSE DRIVEN SO THAT YOU CAN USE ANY KEY 
COMBINATION THAT THE ST OPERATING SYSTEM OR THE 
PROGRAM YOU ARE USING WILL ALLOW (APPROX 1200 KEY 
COMBINATIONS). THE BUFFER SYSTEM ALLOWS YOU TO 
LOAD, SAVE OR ABANDON MACRO FILES. WORD WRITER MODE 
CAN BE SWITCHED ON OR OFF DEPENDING ON WHAT WORKS 
BEST WITH THE PROGRAM YOU ARE USING. THERE IS A 
STATUS BOX WHICH WILL TELL YOU THE BUFFER SIZE YOU 
ARE USING, HOW MUCH 15 BEING USED AND THE NUMBER OF 
MACROS IN THE FILE. MACROS MAY BE CREATED IN EITHER 
THE WHOLLY MACRO BOX OR MAY BE CAPTURED WHILE YOU 
ARE TYPING IN THE MAIN PROGRAM YOU ARE USING. 
MACROS CAN BE EDITED, LISTED OR DELETED FROM THE THE 
WHOLLY MACRO BOX. MACROS MAY BE CHAINED TO OTHER 
MACROS OR YOU CAN CREAT LOOPING MACROS THAT WILL 
CONTINUE TO REPEAT UNTIL YOU HIT THE HOT KEY. 


I DO (А5 ALWAYS) HAVE А FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR ITS 
AUTHOR: THe MANUAL IS ALITTLE SKIMPY IN SOME 
PLACES, IT NEEDS TO HAVE A LISTING OF ILLEGAL KEYS 
(USED BY THE ST OPERATING SYSTEM), AND A PAUSE 
CONTROL WOULD HELP WITH SOME OF THE SLOWER REACTING 
БЕМ PROGRAMS. 17 UNDERLINES THE FIRST FEW 
CHARACTERS IN EVERY LINE ON THE SCREEN WHEN USED 
WITH ST WRITER V2.3 (WHICH LOOKS WEIRD SINCE ST 
WRITER IS NOT WYSWYG WORD PROCESSOR) ALTHOUGH, THIS 
DOESN'T SEEM TO AFFECT ANYTHING. THERE IS ONE 
CONTINUING PROBLEM (WHICH HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH 
WHOLLY MACRO), SELECTING THE RIGHT MACRO KEY 
COMBINATION. I DISCOVERED SOME PROGRAMS HAVE 
RESERVED OR PROTECTED CERTAIN KEY COMBINATIONS, BUT 
HAVE NOT MENTIONED THEM IN THE MANUAL, 50 YOU CAN 
БЕТ STRANGE RESULTS WHEN USING A MACRO.
